T R A K FACTS OF 


CZAR'S MURDER 


OMSK. Siberia, Feb. 12. - -(Corres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press)-— 
Serious el fort will be made to de­ 
termine the exact details of the as­ 
sassination of the Russian imperial 
family which occurred in a house at 
Ekaterinburg. Various accounts of 
the affair are still current at Omsk 
where at present reside two tutors, 
one English, the other French, who 
were attached to the family of Czar 
Nicholas, and who were with the 
unhappy monarchs until they were 
removed from Tobolsk to the house 
at Ekaterinburg whore they were 
subsequently murdered. 
Official personages 
who 
visited 
this house and who had some oppor­ 
tunity of gleaning details accept the 
story that the former Emperor Nich­ 
olas, his wife and their children were 
thrown into a pit or cellar and there 
half suffocated, wounded and finally 
killed under a hail of missiles, includ­ 
ing bombs. They believe that the 
bodies were secretly transferred to 
the forest and buried. Spacial in­ 
vestigation is being made of the tale 
that one of the jewels of the former 
empress, a diamond, was found in a 
forest recess. 
A story that Nicholas stabbed with 
a poignard by a sailor while being 
transferred from one place to anoth­ 
er, and that, kissing the hem of the 
sailor’s garment, he 
pleaded 
for 
mercy, is not accepted as vouched for 
by any historical data of a serious 
nature.

Macarthy saw. however 
that he could not hold out indefinite­ 
ly, and finally concluded ail armis­ 
tice with Sarew’, the Lord President, 
the term s calling for the surrender 
of the fort to tile British garrison. 
Carew waited day after day for the 
Irish to evacuate, but instead receiv­ 
ed only messages and excuses from 
Macarthy, all of which were very 
pleasantly worded, but gave no hint 
as to when the term s of the surrend­ 
er would be fulfilled. This condition 
continued until Carew 
became 
the 
laughing stock of Elizabeth’s court, j 
The famous Blarney Stone is to be 
found within the walls of the castle.; 
From the above incident sprang the 
legend that he W'fio kisses the Blar­ 
ney Stone will be able to persu ad e: 
anybody into believing anything.— j
